This afternoon it was 
tlanned to pass the ordinance calling 
tlu* special election on January 14 to 
pass on a $30,000 bond issue for the 
completion of the purchase of the Bald¬ 
win water rights. 

Completion of the condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings for the opening of Park Ave¬ 
nue through from Mariposa to Central 
Avenue was provided for in a resolu¬ 
tion which was adopted. Messrs. John 
<1. Blunter, Carlton J. Pegler and H. E. 
C. Webb were appointed as the arbiters 
to assess damages and benefits arising 
from the enterprise. 

All forms of open vaults will be pro¬ 
hibited in Sierra Madre upon the pas¬ 
sage of an ordinance which was intro¬ 
duced last night. The ordinance makes 
it mandatory to provide suitable cess¬ 
pools in accordance with the health 
regulations. 

Purchase of a new motorcycle was 
auth' rized for the use of the marshal 
and street superintendent. The ma¬ 
chine will probably lie equipped with 
warrants, subpoenas and evidence for 
he i nvi ll n of -peeders at d other o:' 
fenders. The speedometer will at 
least be equipped with a maximum 
speed Indicator, so that the court will 
not have to depend upon the rider's 
word as to tile speed attained. 


State Realty Federation Will Consider 
Important Legislation at 
Oakland 


Ritual Ceremonies Are Followed by 
Banquet Served by Ladies 
of the O. E. S. 


The Board of Directors of the Cal¬ 
ifornia State Realty Federation will 
hold a special meeting at Oakland, 
Saturday, December 28th. It will be 
held in the new Hotel Oakland, and 
will be the lirst gathering of state-wide 
importance to he held in the new $2,- 
000 000 hostelry, only just opened to 
the public. 

Matters of considerable interest to 
real estate men and to owners and in¬ 
vestors in real property in California, 
will he under consideration. 'J lie pol¬ 
icies of the titate Realty Federation re¬ 
garding proposed legislation will be 
outlined, and a program arranged for 
the work of the organization before 
tile state legislature, when it meets 
next month. 

Members of the legislative commit¬ 
tee of the State Realty Federation will 
meet Friday, Dee. 37, at the new Hotel 
Oakland, and will work on the revision 
of tile proposed State Realty License 
law, which was presented at the recent 
Eighth Annual Convention of the Fed- 
ration in Log Angelse, and approved 
as a much needed measure. It will be 
finally redrafted and thoroughly re¬ 
vised by the legislative committee, and 
then considered by the directors. Its 
presentation to the legislature will be 
in the hands of some well informed 
slat.- senator, who is conversant with 
tile need for legislation on these lines. 

Proponents of the law assert its 
passage will place tile real estate 
agent s business to the same depend¬ 
able position occupied by those of the 
lawyer, physician and banker. Its 
chief requirements are an examination 
to prove fitness to transact a real es¬ 
tate business, the knowledge in prac¬ 
tice of real estate transactions, and the 
tiling of a bond for the honest conduct 
of the business. Such a law, it is as¬ 
serted, will eliminate the irresponsible 
and unprincipled curb-stone agent, and 
do much to assure of honesty and fair 
dealing in tile real estate business in 
California. 

Revision of the Torrens Land Act 
now on the Statute Books, as outlined 
by Attorney Robinson of San Francis - 
at the convention, also will lie under 
consideration by both tile legislative 
committee and the directors, and its 
provisions carefully considered. Its 
revision, and passage as revised will 
mean a great saving in time and mon¬ 
ey to the real estate men, and to all 
the owners of land in California, as it 
greatly simplifies the work of bring¬ 
ing down the title to real property, 
and reduces its cost. The work will 
he done by the state at about 5 per 
Cent of the expense at present neces¬ 
sary. 

A law regulating the organization of 
investment stock companies also is fa¬ 
vored by the California State Realty 
Federation, and the requirements of 
such a measure will be carefully out¬ 
lined, and turned over to a member of 
the state legislature for drafting into 
a law.

CALIFORNIA LEADS IN MINERAL 
PRODUCTION 

California ranks first among the 
states west of the Mississippi River 
in the value of its mineral production, 
according to the United States Geo¬ 
logical Survey. In former years Cal¬ 
ifornia's claim to distinction as a min¬ 
eral producer rested on Its output of 
gold. In which, In fact, it held first 
place In 1911, although in recent years 
it has usually fallen behind Colorado 
in the production of gold. The pre¬ 
miership of gold in tile state ha how¬ 
ever. been succeeded by petroleum, the 
value of which In California exceeds 
that of gold by 94 per cent and giv s 
the state lirst place among the states 
in the production of crude oil. Cali¬ 
fornia leads also in the production of 
asphalt, of platinum and of quicksilver, 
and enjoys a monopoly in the produc¬ 
tion of borax and magnesite. It is sec¬ 
ond in the production of tungsten ores, 
third in the production of cement and 
sixth in the production of copper, and 
stands well up among the stales In the 
production of a number of less Import¬ 
ant minerals. 

The total value of the mineral pro¬ 
duction of California in 1911 was $90,- 
517,566, compared with $S6,721.669 ill 
1910.

general tax levy, and in the manner 
for such general tax levy provided, 
levy and collect annually each year 
until such bonds are paid, or until 
there shall be a sum In the treasury 
of said City set apart for that purpose 
to meet all sums becoming due for 
the principal and interest on said 
bonds, a tax sufficient to pay the an¬ 
nual Interest on such bonds, and also 
such part of the principal thereof as 
shall become due before the time for 
fixing the next general tax levy: pro¬ 
vided, however, that if the maturity 
of the indebtedness created by the 
aforesaid Issue of bonds be made to 
begin more than one year after the
